Gun Range ‘War’ Shifts To Council 


Homer Ragsdale’s battle against 
the Izaak Walton Gun Club opened 
up on another flank Monday night 
when he voiced his complaints about 
the ‘‘every day is the Fourth of July”’ 
situation which he alleged exists in 
the open area near his home. 

Ragsdale brought the matter to 
the Yorba Linda City Council. The 
council listened patiently to the 
angry homeowners list of griev- 
ances. Ragsdale received support 
from Bob Clemmer, representing 
the Yorba Linda Knolls Home- 
owner’s Association. 

Clemmer was mainly concerned 
with the question of safety to 
children because of what he claimed 
is a lack of barriers to prevent 
youngsters from going on to the 
range. 

According to Clemmer, the range 
is ‘‘long past its function and is an 
attractive nuisance.’’ He cited the 


incidence of ricocheting from the 
vicinity of the Hidden Hills Riding 
stables, also one of Ragsdale’s main 
complaints. 

To objections he had formerly 
made, Ragsdale alleged that the 
Community College District allowed 
parties that featured the smoking of 
pot, the drinking of beer, and sexual 
activities at the range. 

The complainant's opinion of the 
entire situation was summed up in 
the expressions: ‘utterly ridiculous’ 
and ‘unbelievable’. 


Council reaction was summed up 
in the motion advanced by member 
Henry Wedaa who said he had 
visited the range over the weekend 
and made a second visit accompa- 
nied by a college district board 
member. 


Wedaa called for the district to

Lack Of Dollars Bothers Teacher

Money might be the root of all 
evil said Mary Pagel, but for the 
Yorba Linda Elementary School 
District it might be the root of all 
salvation. 

The district is currently making 
cuts in an already minimal budget 
because of failure of the recent tax 
override. Yorba Linda’s per pupil 
expenditure is already the second 
lowest in the county. 


And the lady who has taught in 


_Yorba Linda schools for 16 years is 


deeply concerned with maintaining 
the quality of education for the 
district’s almost 2,500 school 
children. 

‘‘We teachers can only do so 
much,’’ Pagel said. ‘“‘We keep 
wondering how we are going to run 
the system in the fall. The town can 
re-call the board. They can fire the 
administration if they want. But it

won’t do any good unless the money 
is there for the basic necessities.’’ 
Pagel has long concerned herself 
with education. 
She is founder and president of 


the local California Teachers 
Association and has sat on various 
state and county educational 
committees. 


She is also a member of Delta 
Kappa Gamma sorority for out- 
standing women in education. 

But the task of teaching with 
bottom-of-the-barrel funding still 
lies ahead. 

Indeed, it has been the teachers 
who have carried the burden un. 
now, Pagel said. 


“‘Some teachers have even spent 
two to eight hundred dollars of their 
own money to buy equipment for 
classroom activities over the past 
years,”’ Pagel said. 

The teacher added that parents 
are surprised to find teachers have 
also spend hours of overtime making 
supplemental classroom supplies. 

Some teachers have also gone as 
far as helping clean classrooms to 
save district money. 

Besides a lack of supplies, there is 
also a lack of minimal educational 
support systems to aid the teachers, 
Pagel stated. 

Right now the board is planning to 
cut the instructional media system 
and the Junior High reading center. 
The schools already have no nurse,

Valuations Up 
By 15% In’75-’76 


An increase of 15.1 per cent was 
recorded for Yorba Linda in the local 
assessment role revealed by Orange 
County Assessor Jack P. Vallerga. 


Assessed valuation secured and 
unsecured, rose from slightly more 
than $58,000,000 to $66,865,220 for 
the 1975-76 fiscal year. This was an 
increase almost $8.5 million. Not 
taken into account in the figure is the 
assessed valuations on _ public 
utilities. 

The increase for the new year was 
7.3 % less than the increase from 
1973-74 to 1974-75. 


Secured valuations for Yorba 
Linda are $65,466,040 with unsecur- 
ed valuations pegged at $1,399,180. 


Valuations are based on land and 
mineral rights, improvements to 
buildings and in equipment, 
personal property inventories and 
other. Non-reimbursable exemp- 
tions are deducted from the gross 
total to determine the net taxable 
value. 


Vallerga indicated that value 
notice postcards are now in the mail 


to each county taxpayer. The 
postcard provide each taxpayer with 
information concerning the valua- 
tion of his property. 


‘Taxpayers who may have a 
question concerni;, tlie appraisal of 
their property are encouraged to 
contact our office by phone or in 
person immediately,’’ said Valler- 


ga.

The announcement revealed the 
reimbursed exemptions for Yorba 
Linda totaled $8,787,410 in home- 
owners exemptions and $294,110 in 
business inventory.

Ten years ago the Food Stamp Act was passed to help America’s needy 
get a nutritious diet. Today, the program is so far out of control its operations 
resemble a madhatter’s tea party. 

Help may be on the way. A bipartisan Food Stamp Reform Act of 1975 has 
been introduced in Congress which could bring the program under control 
and save the taxpayers $2 billion a year, while at the same time increasing 
benefits for the truly needy an average of 29 per cent. 

In 1965 there were fewer than half a million food Stamp recipients. The 
program cost $36 million that year. 

This year, it’s estimated that there will be 19 million Americans on food 
Stamps at a cost to the taxpayer of $5.2 billion--an increase of more than 
14,000 per cent. 

That first year, one in every 439 Americans was on food stamps; today, it’s 
one in 13, and soaring upward. It could be much worse; potentially 
one-fourth of the entire population--52.8 million persons--is technically 
eligible. 

ies there really that many poor and hungry people to feed? No, the 
problem lies with the liberal, loose eligibility standards for food stamps. 

Last year in California, | appointed a governor’s task force to study the 
Food Stamp Program, along with one which was reviewing the effectiveness 
of our 1971 Aid-To-Families-With-Dependent-Children (AFDC) welfare 
reforms (we had reduced the rolls by nearly 400,000, while raising grants an 
average of 43 per cent). 

The food stamp task force found that many college students were 
technically eligible and drawing stamps, though they came from wealthy 
families. There was no maximum income limit to qualify for food stamps. 
There was no minimum age requirement, so that teen-age runaways living 
in communes could even qualify. And, unlike the welfare program, food 
stamp rules did not prohibit the rearrangements of one’s assets in order to 

ualify. 
i Other problems involved lax physical security and movement of the 
stamps and inadequate counterfeiting safeguards. P 

Most of the reforms the California task force recommended, however, had 
to be accomplished at the federal level, since the program is federally 
mandated. 

For several months a group of U.S. senators and congressmen has been 
studying these recommendations and others and has incorporated a number 
of them in the new reform bill now co-sponsored by 59 members of the House 
and 17 senators. 

Their objective is to reverse the explosive trend of the program. They are 
alarmed that more than half the potential recipients--S7 per cent--have 
incomes above the poverty line. 

Their bill spells out in detail the reforms needed to bring it under control. 
Basically, the bill relates eligibility to that of AFDC and general welfare 
programs providing for similar eligibility standards. This should eliminate, 
for example, the voluntarily unemployed, strikers, college students 
subsidized by their parents and people who transfer assets to others in order 
to qualify. ee 

Among other things, the bill would require able-bodied recipients without 
children under age 6 to register for work and seek it, or to enter community 
work training programs if their state has them. This is not required now, 
hence the bill’s objective: no rewards for idleness. 

If the bill passes, the program will move out of the Department of 
Agriculture, which got it in the first place because the intent was to feed the 
needy from agricultural surpluses. The surpluses are long gone, but the 
program now accounts for more than 60 per cent of the USDA budget. It 
would move to Health, Education and Welfare, which administers the rest of 
the nation’s welfare programs. 

While bringing the food stamp mess under control, the government will 
upgrade the diet formula for recipients, raising coupon allotments by 29 per 


cent, and will reduce stamp costs for the aged. 

Rarely enough these days does Congress consider the hard-pressed 
taxpayer. With this bill it does, while also helping the truly needy (not to be 
confused with the wanty, a far different and much larger group).

art, physical education or music 
specialists. 

Pagel likens the educational 
system to a building with teachers 
pulling children from the basement 
up the educational ladder. 

However, the only thing that will 
help teachers pull children to even 
the first floor is increased funding, 
according to Pagel. 

She would like to see money 
channeled more directly into 
teaching. 

She cited the case of the district’s 
purchase of a $10,000 lawn mower at 
a time when teachers felt the money 
could have best been spent in the 
classroom. 

“The priorities must be in 
the learning situation,’ Pagel said. 
**When, and I don’t say ‘if’...when 
a tax override is finally passed, I 
think the public should be involved 
in saying where the money should

go. 

Teacher dedication has helped 
bridge the money gap so far. But 
times are changing, and economics 
have caught up with the teachers 
and many are no longer able to 
devote extra hours and funds to their 
schools. 


In fact, she said that many now 
have to find second jobs to 
supplement their incomes. 

It has only been in the last two 
years that teachers have received 
pay raises bringing them near 
county averages, pagel reported. 

However, there are some bright 
spots. 

Despite low morale, she said that 
teachers attitudes are excellent. 
They are still turning out the best 
product possible. 

Meanwhile, Pagel continues 
working overtime as the coordinator 
for the summer school program. 

She was recently asked to sit on a 
panel at a national teachers 
convention in Chicago, ‘‘but I 
couldn't afford the trip’’.

Many Benefits From 
Basin Development

Water, open space, and re- 
creation are three items of 


increasing concern to suburban 
planners throughout Orange Coun- 
ty. 

Residents of the Yorba Linda area 
can enjoy the added benefits of all 
three with the completion of Warner 
Basin, scheduled, hopefully, for 
later this year. 

An Orange County Water District 
(OCWD) project, Warner Basin is 
located adjacent to the Santa Ana 
River, between La Palma Avenue 
and the Riverside Freeway. When 
completed, the basin will be the 
largest of several recharge units 
operated by the District. 

The basin’s primary function is to 
replenish the wells which supply 
water to all of Orange County. 
Without such replenishment the 
wells which supply water to all of 
Orange County, would be rapidly 
depleted by the county's continually 
growing population. As _ the 
underground water level declined, 
sea water would seep into the 
groundwater basins, and Orange 
County could soon become an arid 
desert. 

In 1949 OCWD began purchasing 
surplus Colorado River water for 
replenishment purposes. More 
recently, it has been purchasing 
state water which comes from 
northern California via the Californ- 
ia Aqueduct. 

The Aqueduct is the source of ; 
Warner Basin’s water supply, which 
is routed through the San 
Bernardino County Flood Control 
Channel, into Prado Basin and down 
the Santa Ana River. 

According to Dale. McCormick, 
water conservation operations su- 
perintendent at OCWD Field 
Headquarters at the Warner Basin 
site, the District attempts to utilize 
natural water channels, such as the 
Santa Ana River, whenever possible 
in its replenishment projects. The 
District, in a sense, simply aids 
nature’s scheme by supplying the 
much needed water. 

Warner Basin itself is a 
man-made reservoir designed to 
feed the river water into the 
underground channels instead of 
allowing it to flow out to sea. When 
completed, the basin will have a 
surface area of 100 acres and a depth 
of SO feet. The water itself will 
provide all the pressure necessary 
for seepage through the sandy 
bottom into the ground. Ultimately, 
water from Warner Basin will reach 
the kitchen faucets of Yorba Linda 
residences. 

An added benefit of Warner Basin 
is the recreational facility it will 
provide. The specific type of 
recreation to be offered is not yet 
definite, but the possibilities include 
swimming, sailing and fishing. 

Water skiing will probably not be 
feasible, McCormick explains, 
because the sandy banks of the basin 
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would not withstand the erosion 
caused by high-speed boats. 

The fishing facility at Crill Basin, 
popularly known as Anaheim Lake, 
is an example of the kind of 
recreational project OCWD envi- 
sions for Warner Basin. 

In this instance, the District 
contracts with the city of Anaheim, 
which in turn contracts with a 
private operator to stock the lake 
with fish and manage the fishing and 
picnicking activities. 

Anaheim Lake is open to 
fishermen seven months of every 
year. During that period, an average 
of 140,000 anglers use the lake. At 
the same time over 30,000 acre feet 
of water is percoluated into the 
groundwater system, according to a 
recent OCWD report. 

Using the facility for recreation 
does not affect water quality, 
McCormick pointed out, as sand is 
till nature’s own best filter, and the 
water will travel through miles of 
sand before it reaches the wells. 

When Warner Basin is complet- 

ed, in fact, local residents should 
notice an improvement in water 
quality, for California Aqueduct 
water contains far fewer minerals to 
corrode plumbing and affect taste 
than does water from the Colorado 
River. 
Warner Basin. like other replen- 
ishment projects of OCWD, is 
financed by a/tax which the Disfrict 
authorized td, assess in 1953. 

The cost \ of the proplty 
purchased forkthe projeet will be 
offset by the Sale of the sand 
removed to create the basin. The 
District contracts with a private 
operator to remove the sand and, 
according to McCormick, the money 
realized pays for the land. 

At this stage in its development, 
Warner Basin does not offer an 
impressive sight to the observer 
expecting to find a 100-acre lake. 
Water in the basin is now at an 
all-time low, as it is being pumped 
into Ahaheim Lake so that work on 
the bottom can be completed. 

“There's still a lot of work to be 
done,’ McCormick said, but we 
expect to have the basin filled 
by October or November.”’

Placentia firemen call it a 
‘lock out’; the City 
Administration calls it a 


walkout’; but for you and 
me and countless other 
Placentia citizens its a 
‘*strike-out'’’. A total strike- 


out and failure of the city 


staff, the firemen’s union 
and the city council to 
resolve a problem facing 
our city. The current 


absence of firemen from 
their posts is just one more 
sign of the long standing 
battle between the City 
Administration and the Fire 


Department. 
As this is written, we 
have no Placentia Fire 


Department. Whatever fire 
protection we are getting is 
coming from the County of 
Orange and its costing us 
plenty. Estimates range 
from $1,000 to $1,500 a day. 
It seems the County will not 
use any fire equipment 
except their own; so our fire 
trucks sit empty and waiting 
while we pay costs that are 
mounting and mounting for 
manpower and equipment. 
Current Deadlock 

The current deadlock 
began, sadly enough, when 
four firemen allegedly 
“ripped off’’ the old City 
Hall and criminal charges 
were filed against them. All 
four were promptly fired. 

A few days later four 
more firemen were given a 
month's suspension, one 
was given a_ written 
reprimand, and this is what 
the firemen are objecting 
to. Since no criminal 
charges have been filed, its 
probable there isn’t enough 
evidence to warrant doing 
so, but I guess suspicion is 
enough for suspension. 

Who Backs Who? 

The City Council has thus 
far refused the pleas of the 
firemen to mediate the 
dispute, stating the labor 
contract does not provide 
for it. The Council looks to 
their administrative staff 
but they are so deeply a part 
of the problem that nothing 
they do is effective except to 
add fuel to the growing 
anger of the firemen. 
Nevertheless, the City 
Council made it clear that 
they are backing the city 
staff; the union is backing 
their firemen; as for you, 
me, and thousands of other 
citizens - who is backing us? 

What Is The Answer? 

People who I like and 
respect feel the firemen are 
totally wrong; others feel 
just the opposite. It seems 
there is no middle ground; 
you are either for the city or 
for the firemen, and that is 
sad. It is this unrational bias 
that makes the problem 
difficult to solve. No one, 
over a long period of time, is 
100% right whether its the 
city, the firemen or you or 
me. 

It seems obvious that any 
long range solution will 
come from outside the city; 
most of us within the city 
are too prejudiced one way 
or the other to see the issue 
clearly. The sooner we 
recognize that the better. 
The City Council could 
appoint a_ blue ribbon 
committee of leaders out- 
side the city to investigate 
the entire problem and 
make recommendations 
that might ultimately bring 
peace and harmony to our 
City and Fire Department 
again. It would seem a 
reasonable thing to do.
